Negotiations in an effort to end 
the month-old telephone strike in 


the five-state area served by 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
will be resumed here tomorrow on 
the return of company and union 
representatives and Federal Con- 
ciliator A. E. Johnson from Wash- 


n. 

The talks will begin at 2 p.m. at 
Mayfair Hotel, Johnson advised 
company and union officials. Com- 
pany, union and conciliation serv- 
ice representatives were in St. 
Louis this afternoon. 

Meanwhile, at Chicago, the Illl- 
nois Bell Telephone Co. and strik- 
ing long distance and toll opera- 
tors’ union signed an agreement 
today to end their walkout. 

Other settlements granting wage 
increases from $2 to $4 a week 
have been worked out locally for 
telephone strikers in Wisconsin, 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas, lowa, Nebraska and Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Illinois operations are expected 
tp be resumed tomorrow noon fol- 
lowing acceptance today by the 
Illinois Telephone Traffic Union 
executive board of a settlement 
reached earlier between its bar- 
gaining committee and the Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co. The settle- 
ment includes a wage increase of 
$4 a week, effective May 4, and 
maintenance of union dues. 

Edwardsville, Collinsville, Wood 
River, Roxana, East Alton and 
Alton are among the nearby com- 
munities where service is to be 
restored.

that the Court would act to trans- 
fer 200 acres of land at the norh 
end of Jefferson Barracks to the 
United States Navy as a location 
for a neuropsychiatric hospital. 

The City of St. Louis withdrew 
from participation in the veter- 
ans’ housing project after a con- 
ference between city and county 
officials. Involved are 466 hous- 
ing units completed for city vet- 
erans and occupied, 24 units re- 
cently completed and not yet oc- 
cupied and 310 more under con- 
struction. The city has invested 
$20,000 in this project. 

The county has 144 housing 
units at Jefferson Barracks, all 
completed and occupied. Under 
the new plan the county is to re- 
ceive rents, and in turn is to 
assume responsibility for police 
and fire protection and other pub- 
lic services over the area. 

War Assets Administration offi- 
elals recently complained that the 
city had refused to assume its 
share of the fire protection. bur- 
den at Jefferson Barracks. Some 
children living there have been 
‘attending ‘city schools; in the fu- 
ture, officials said, they will be 
forced to pay tuition. 

Under the new plan, county 
veterans as well as the 2000 city 
veterans on waiting lists will be 
considered for occupancy at the 
housing project. The plan is 
subject to the approval of the 
Federal Public Housing Adminis- 
tration, which converted barracks 
buildings for housing use, and of 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. 

The plan was worked out in a 
conference between Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Public Service; James V. Frank, 
associate City Counselor; Judge 
Matthews, and John J. McAtee,

Quinn’s amendment striking out 
the penalty clause was defeated 
by a vote of 11 to 15. 

The bill’s provision was that a 
striker could be re-employed only 
as a new employe. This meant loss 
of seniority. 

After Quinn’s amendment is dis- 
posed of, Erdwin will reoffer his 
amendment striking out all penalty 
against employes. 

The Quinn amendment was un- 
der discussion when the Senate 
recessed for lunch, Senator David 
E. Horn, chairman of the Senate 
committee on industrial relations 
being in the midst of a speech in 
opposition to it. Horn is handling 
the. bill on the floor. It has passed 
the House. 

An unusually large number of 
Senators were in their aeatg when 
Horn prese his motion for 
passage of the bill. There were 
only three absentees, Senators 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla, who is 
ill in a St. Louis hospital; Senator 
Frank M, Frisby of Bethany, who 
is in Canada on a personal busi- 
ness trip; and Senator Edward V.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
The sharpest attack on adminis- 
tration foreign policy since Pearl 
Harbor has developed over the 
$400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid bill. 
Opposition forces in the House of 
Representatives are throwing their 
full weight behind a move to shunt 
the whole issue to the United Na- 
tions. A similar effort failed in the 
Senate, which passed the measure 
by a 67-to-23 vote on April 22. 

In the House Republican ranks 
were split wide open as the 
chamber was called together for 
the second day of general debate 
on the program to help Greece 
and Turkey as a measure against 
Communist expansion. 

With a final showdown unlikely 
before tomorrow at the earliest, 
Chairman Eaton (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee and Representative Bloom 
(Dem.), New York, ranking mi- 
nority member, planned to con- 


centrate their fire on the coalition

Other Proposals. 

A number of other proposals 
have. been advanced tentatively, 
among them: 

To strike any aid to Turkey.

A requirement that any aid to 
Greece be confined to civilian 
relief only.

Scientists Become Guinea Pigs’ 
At Dinner to Demonstrate Devices 


Washington University scientists 
served as “guinea pigs” last night, 
using themselves as subjects in 
experiments designed to give don- 


ors of funds a first-hand view of 
the uses to which their money is 
being put. : 

After a dinner at the University 
Club, 140 business and professional 
leaders were treated to a series of 
arresting demonstrations. 

Prof. Robert N. Varney, physi- 
cist, was the subject in an experi- 
ment illustrating work with radio- 
active substances. He drank a 
solution containing a small amount 
of radioactive iodine, and prog- 
ress of the iodine through his 
digestive tract was traced by a 
Geiger counter. As the device was 
moved across his body, there was 
a clicking noise and an electric 
bulb lit up to indicate the location 
of the radioactive matter. 

Brain activity of Dr, James L. 
O'Leary, neurologist, and Dr. 
Henry G, Schwartz, neurosurgeon, 


„ 


was recorded by a $2500 machine 
recently presented to the medical 
school. Electrodes fastened to the 
scientists’ heads carried electrical 
impulses from the brain to a 
graph recorder used in diagnos- 
ing nervous ailments. 

Another demonstration involved 
a machine which was used dur- 
ing the war to test flying apti- 
tude, and which is now being 
adapted to use by industry. Harry 
Lazarus, assistant to Chancellor 
Arthur H. Compton, served as the 
subject, his reactions being re- 
corded on a series of red, white 
and green lights. 

Dr. Carl Cori, whose enzyme re- 
search has won international 
recognition, juggled the contents 
of test tubes and in a few minutes 
produced synthetic starch. 

Chancellor Compton spoke of 
the great opportunities to a uni- 
versity strategically located in the 
heart of the country, and of the 


need for funds with which to 
realize these opportunities.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., May 
7 (UP) — The United Nations 
knuckled under to a threatened 
boycott ot the Palestine” debate 
by the Arab Higher Committee of 
Palestine today and voted to call 
an extraordinary plenary session 
for the sole purpose of inviting 
the Arab body to appear. 


The action constituted the 
strangest piece of parliamentary 
acrobatics yet seen in- the U.N, 

The 55-nation political commit- 
tee approved, by a vote of 28 to 5, 
an Indian resolution calling for 
delegates to meet in the same 
room but to sit as a plenary ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 

Under the Indian resolution, the 
plenary session would adopt a 
resolution directing the political 
committee to invite the Arab 
Higher Committee for a hearing. 
Then the 55 delegates, without 
changing seats or even facial ex- 
pressions, would become the po- 
litical committee and receive the 
order they had just voted. 

Victory for Mufti. 

The result was a signal victory 
for the unofficial, non-governmen- 
tal Arab Committee, headed by

ATOMIC-POWERED 
WARSHIPS GOAL CF 
NEW NAVY GROUP 


Two Other Special Sec- 
tions Seek Ways to Pro- 
tect Vessels, Men From 
Nuclear Weapons. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
The Navy announced formally to- 
day it is setting up a special sec- 
tion to try to develop atomic-pow- 
ered warships. 

Part of a developing program 
which is expected to alter the 
whole concept of naval warfare, 


the section will be a part of: the 
Bureau of Ships along with two 
other new ones: 


1. Radiological, to devise 
means of protecting crews from 
atomic explosions and their 
ships from radiological contam- 
ination. 

2. Atomic warfare, to inves- 
tigate protection of ships from 
atomic weapons and continue 
studies of the Bikini tests of 
last year. 

The ‘announcement followed a 
statement yesterday by W. John 
Kenney, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, that future ships of the 
fleet may go into action so “but- 


that not a man will be in sight. 
Change in Navy Function, 


‘At the same time there were 
signs that the Navy of the. future 
will take the shape of a force for 
blasting enemy ciies and land 
bases rather than opposing fleets. 

Navy men say the battleship 
may vanish in favor of a guided 
missile ship, strongly armored for 
taking heavy punishment, which 
can move up to foreign coasts and 
pound inland cities and industrial 
centers with huge rockets. The 
department already is converting 
two large craft for firing guided 
missiles. ‘ 

Cruisers may bow out in favor 
of fast raiders which can bom- 
bard costal installations with rock- 
ets. The carrier may give way to 
fast interceptor ships bearing pi- 
lotless aircraft which can’ knock 
down enemy guided missiles aimed 
at the United States. 

An “attack-killer” class, with 
terrific fire power and loaded with 
anti-submarine devices, is expected 
to supersede today’s destroyers. 

Submarines’s New Dies. 

Submarines are expected to take 
on new functions in scouting, 
atom-weapon launching and the 
carrying of cargo. The Navy an- 
nounced last week plans to use 
‘undersea craft for cargo, troop 
and reconnaissance missions in 
Arctic waters.

NEW YORK, May 7 — The in- 
tensive American drive for United 
Nations agreement on world con- 
trol of atomic power has begun. 
Frederick H. Osborn, United States 
representative in the U.N, Atomic 
Energy Commission, has appoint- 
ed three distinguished atom spe- 
cialists to work out the essential 
elements of à treaty outlawing 
atom bombs and establishing 
world supervision of atomic en- 
ergy. 

In starting preparation of what 
amounts to a rough draft of the 
contents of a treaty; the United 
States is virtually ignoring Soviet 
Union recalcitrance, It is evi 
dent that hope of winning Rus- 
sian approval of a plan for a - 


world atom control by current 
methods has been abandoned. The 
debate will be continued, but 
meanwhile the American delega- 
tion will put forward specific 
treaty terms.

Polish-Vatican Steps to Resume 
Relations Reported 

VATICAN CITY, May 7 (UP)—

Conferences Resumed Between 
A. T.. T. and Union. 

WASHINGTON, May 7 (Ap) — 
Conferences were resumed here 
today by the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. and the Ameri- 
can Union of Telephone Workers, 
an NFTW affiliate, in an attempt 
to end the long lines’ strike. Con- 
ciliators called both parties into 
“continuous session.” ° 

(The United Press reported 
from Washington that conferences 
adjourned after an hour and 40 
minutes and were scheduled to 
be resumed late today. It was 
believed the Government would 
endeavor to get A. T. & T. to boost 
its last wage offer from 10.9 to 
12.8 cents an hour.) 

These talks followed a decision 
yesterday reached by the NFTW 
to permit negotiations to take 
place on a local basis with indi- 
vidual unions bargaining with 
separate components of the giant 
Bell system. The NFTW prev 
ously insisted on nation-wide bar- 
gaining. 

Joseph A. Beirne, N. F. T. W. pres- 
ident, said the union’s policy com- 
mittee decision to seek separate 
wage agreements with the more 
than 20 companies in the Bell sys- 
tem was not a backward step but 
would “intensify” negotiations. He 
said the union decided in the first 
week of the strike to bargain 
locally if that would contribute to 
ending the walkout. 

Following adjournment of the 
sessions of the union’s 49-man pol- 
icy committee which had, been 
meeting here continuously since 
March 24, Beirne rushed to a ra- 
dio station yesterday where he 
made a two and one-half minute 
talk, saying: 

“The differences on the wage 
questions between the companies 
and the unions are narrowing and 
the possibility of a fair and rea- 
sonable settlement are much 
brighter. 

“One big stumbling block on 
the wage question is the proposal 
of the company to stagger the 
wage increase from a low of $2 
per week to the top of $4 a week. 
Everyone knows that recent in- 
creases in other industries have 
been on an across the board basis 
and run in the neighborhood of 
$5 per week. I believe the Bell 
companies will soon see the jus- 
tice and reasonablenets of treat- 
ing their employes in a manner 
similar to the treatment given 
other workers.” 

In the long-lines negotiations, to 
which both the Government and 
the union had looked early in the 
strike for a nation-wide pattern, 
the parties were apart only 78 
cents a week—less than two cents 
an ur—when they recessed at 
midnight last night. 

Conciliation Commissioners Peter 
J, Manno and William N. Margolis 
said the company’s latest wage of- 
fer included increases in basic 
wages of the 20,000 long lines 
workers averaging $3.69 a week.

SOVIET LOAN OVERSUBSCRIBED 


MOSCOW, May 7 (AP)—The 
Government announced today that 
a new 20,000,000,000 ruble state 
loan, announced Sunday, had been 
over-subscribed by nearly 300,000,- 
000 rubles. Subscriptions continue 
to pour in. The loan was floated 
to finance the Government’s five- 
year rehabilitation and develop- 
ment plan.

RAMADIER OUSTER

PARIS, May 7 (UP) —A strike 
wave threatening the wage-freez- 
ing policy of Premier Paul Ra- 
madier’s newly confirmed non- 
Communist coalition government 
spread today with at least 50,000 
workers off their jobs. 

The walkout movement of work- 
ers demanding higher wages to 
meet increased living costs was 
supported but apparently not pro- 
voked by the Communists. There 
was no indication that the Com- 
munists had opened, or were ready 
to open, anything like a “labor 
war” to undermine the government 
from which they were fired by 
Ramadier. 

The Socialist Premier’s experi- 
ment of governing France with the 
Communists in opposition was in- 
dorsed by a scant margin early 
today by the Socialist party’s na- 
tional council. 

The action came at the end of 
a 13-hour debate, Ramadier made 
two appeals that a breakup of the 
coalition government might mean 
the breakup of the French Repub- 
lic. He was able to squeeze out a 
slim majority in the party council 
largely because of support from 
former Premier Leon Blum, The 


vote, after an all night session, 


was 2529 to 2125. The party was 
badly split into left and right 
wings in its decision to break its 
coalition partnership with the 
Communists, the largest single 
party in France.

BRITAIN TO BE ‘VERY TOUGH’ 
ON SCALING DOWN DEBTS 


Government Source Terms Dalton’s Talk a 


Warning to Nations With Sterling Balances 
—Viewed as ‘Joint Expenditure.’ 


- LONDON, May 7 (UP)—A high 
Government source said today 
that Britain will refuse in forth- 
coming negotiations with creditor 


nations to recognize all its war- 
time borrowing as legitimate debt 
and will be “very tough” about 
getting the balance scaled down. 

“A large proportion of these 
debts we feel should be regarded 
as joint expenditure in a joint ef- 
fort,” the source said. 

He said Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Hugh Dalton’s statement 
last night that the three billion 
pounds (12 billion dollars) sterling 
balances held by Britain’s wartime 
credits must be scaled down was 
“a warning to people with sterling 
balances that we are prepared to 
be very tough.” 

Dalton called the British war 
debt an “unreal, unjust and un- 
supportable burden.“ 

The Government source said 
Britain sought no modification of 
the terms of its American loan. 
This was negotiated after the war 
and includes provisions for liq- 
uidating lend-lease accounts. He 
pointed out that under the loan 
terms Britain agreed to seek mod- 
ification of its sterling debts with- 
in a year. g 

“If we had a correct interna- 
tional system of war accounting, 
a large part of our debt to Egypt 
for instance would be balanced by 
our contribution -to Egyptian se- 
curity,” thig source said. “The 
debt we owe Egypt was incurred 
by maintenance of British troops 
and military installations, With- 
out them Egypt would have been 
overrun by the Germans and Ital- 
ians. 

“Fhe same applied to India. 
That country would have been 
overrun by the Japanese.” 

Dalton told the Brazilian Cham- 
ber of Commerce last night, “Brit- 
ain is strong, but one sign of her 
strength must be the refusal to 
take on fantastic commitments 
which are beyond her strength and 
beyond all limits of good sense 
and fair play.” 

“These are our fruits of victory 
—these vast debts nominally owed 
by us to those who fought with 
us in the great inter-Allied effort,” 
he said, 

He said that if lend-lease and 
mutual aid had been applied 
among all members of the grand 
alliance, as they were between 


Britain and the United States, “by 
far the greater part of these debts 
would never have been charged 
against us.” 

He said he could not support “fi- 
nancial arrangements which would 
mean that for years and genera- 
tions to come this little island, 
which led the fight for freedom, 
would through this peculiar war- 
time accountancy carry a crush- 
ing load which even the defeated 
enemies of freedom—the Germans, 
the Japanese and the rest—would 
escape,” 

Britain’s debts fMclude £1,250,- 
000,000 _ ($5,000,000,000) to India; 
£450,000,000 ($1,800,000,000) to 
Egypt; £200,000,000 ($800,000,000) to 
Australia; £200,000,000 ($800,000,- 
000) to New Zealand; £250,000,000 
($1,000,000,000) to Eire; £80,000,000 
($320,000,000) to Norway; £120,000,- 
000 ($480,000,000) to Argentina, and

Dalton’s speech was widely 
praised in both Labor and Con- 
servative newspapers.

Yord Woolton, wartime Food

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Republican congressional leaders 
left open today the question of 
talking over labor legislation with 
President Truman. The signs are 
that any G.O.P. willingness to 
compromise will depend on the 
margin by which the Senate pass- 
es its pending bill. 


With Democratic opponents 
generally conceding defeat, Sena- 
tor Taft (Rep.), Ohio, led a drive 
for a final vote Friday on the 
measure which would outlaw the 
closed shop, authorize Government 
injunctions to halt national 
emergency strikes, and curb union 
practices in a manner critics have 
called drastic. 

A lengthy speech by Senator 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, who op- 
posed some features of the bill, 
seemed likely to put off a show- 
Gown until late today or tomor- 
row on an amendment backed by 
Taft which would restrict indus- 
try-wide bargaining by national 
unions. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who has fought it, agreed 
that a Republican - Democratic 
coalition “has the votes“ to write 
this provision and some other 
Taft-supported amendments into 
the bill. 

Taft predicted passage of the 
completed measure by a “sub- 
stantial” margin. 

Green Attacks Bill. 

(The United Press reported that 
Senator Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, joining the opposition to 
the bill, today caHed it “a harsh 
measure cleverly and carefully de- 
signed to kill labor organizations.” 

(Green told the Senate that Taft 
was putting blame for social and 
economic ills entirely on labor 
unions, Green said the legislation 
was devised to kill unions not 
directly but indirectly.

Baptist Ministers’ Feud Flare-Up 
Quieted by the Singing of a Hymn 


Dr. Norris Tries to Question Dr. Newton on 
Russia, Causing Outburst Before He 
Is Ruled Out of Order. 


The long-standing feud between 
the Rev. J. Frank Norris, funda- 
mentalist Baptist minister of Fort 
Worth, Tex., and Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, president of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, flared into the 
open yesterday at a meeting of 
pastors at Second Baptist Church. 
The meeting, attended by about 
1000 ministers to discuss their ex- 
periences in foreign lands, was 
thrown into an uproar when Dr. 
Norris demanded the floor to put 
13 questions to Dr. Newton based 
on the latter’s attitude toward 
Russia and Communism, 

His attempt promptly precipi- 
tated an outburst of objections 
from the audience which Dr. New- 
ton cut short by raising his arms 
as a signal to start a hymn. Dr. 
Norris joined in the second verse 
of the hymn and launched into a 
third verse but found himself sing- 
ing virtually alone. Dr. M. E. 
Dodd, Shreveport, La., chairman 
of the conference, had halted the 
singing after the second verse. 
Dr. d then ruled that, while 
Dr. Norris was an accredited 
“messenger” (church term for del- 
egate), the current conference was 
not a business meeting of the con- 
vention and Dr, Norris was, there- 
fore, out of order. The general 
hubbub continued, however, with 
shouts of throw him out,” until 
Dr. Norris resurned his seat in 
the front réw, where he remained 


throughout Dr. Newton's talk. 

The meeting was further enliv- 
fened by the appearance of four 
police officers who said they had 
been summoned to quell a disor- 
derly meeting. They departed 
after being assured that the con- 
ference had been orderly through- 
out. It was not learned who had 
called them. 

Dr. Norris, pastor of churches 
in Fort Worth and Detroit, has 
been known as the stormy petrel 
of the Southwest” for his extended 
feud with the Southern Baptist 
organization. His latest series of 
attacks on Dr. Newton have been 
based on remarks attributed to 
Dr. Newton by a national maga- 
zine that he found little evidence 
of religious oppression in Russia 
on hig visit there last summer, 

Dr. Norris has rented an assem- 
bly hall in Kiel Auditorium for the 
announced purpose of “putting on 
a side show” for the convention 
delegates, He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter on his arrival last week 
that he would oppose Dr. Newton's 
re-election to the presidency of 
the convention but hoped and be- 
lieved he would be chosen again, 
notwithstanding. “It will help to 
bring this issue of appeasement 
out in the open,” he explained. 

Dr. Newton declined to discuss 
the incident after the meeting and 
said, “I have no intention of 
answering Mr. Norris.”

SENATE VOTES TO BAR USE 
OF U.S. SHIPS FOR GAMBLING 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (UP)— 
The Senate passed by voice vote 
yesterday a bill forbidding anyone 
using a vessel of United States 
registry as a gambling ship in 
coastal waters or on the high 
seas. The measure carries penal- 
ties on conviction of two years 
fmprisonment, a $10,000 fine, or 
both. Any vessel seized would 
become government property. 

Lesser fines would be provided 
for persons operating “pater 
taxis” to shuttle would-be gamb- 
lers between ship and shore. 

The measure was introduced by 
Senator William F. Knowland, 
(Rep.), California, to curb gamb- 
ling aboard ships anchored off 
the California coast just outside 
United States territorial waters.

The First Baptist Church of 
Moscow, Russia, sent a gold 
chalice to the Baptists of Amert- 
ca, which was presented to the 
Southern Baptist Convention by 
the Rev. Louie D. Newton, con- 
vention president, today, 

‘While Dr. Newton was visiting 
Russia last summer the deacons 


of the Moscow church voted to 
present the chalice to him for 
transmission to the American 
church, as a token of internation- 
al friendship.

It was purchased about 100 years 
in Florence, Italy by a 
Georgian Baptist, ‘and later re- 
moved to Moscow.

» | tegration in society and “the most 
determined and adroit campaign 
to batter down the wall that sep- 
>| arates church and state ever made 
in this country,” was sounded to- 
day by the Rev. Louie D. Newton 


at the opening of the Southern 
Baptist Convention here. 

About 8000 delegates and vis- 
itors from 20 southern states have 
assembled at Kiel Auditorium for 
the annual convention of Southern 
Baptists headed by Dr. Newton. 
The convention ends Sunday. 

Speaking on the conventitn 
theme, Human  designs—God's 
Destiny,” Dr, Newton, pastor of 
an Atlanta (Ga.) church, said that 


unceasing prayer must be the first 


and last approach to the tasks and 
problems facing Baptists today. 

“Southern Baptists face a soci- 
ety of moral disintegration,” he 
said. “Government, local, state 
and national, is making the fatal 
error of encouraging revenue from 
the vices of the citizenry. The 
home is under attack as never 
before and juvenile delinquency in- 
creases in alarming proportions. 
Southern Baptists are largely re- 
sponsible for moral conditions in 
the South and we dare not retreat 
from this battleground.” 

Dr. Newton foresaw increasing 
threats to religious liberty in the 
continuance of Myron C. Taylor 
as the President’s personal repre- 
sentative to the Vatican and in 
the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court authorizing the use of pub- 
lic funds to transport children to 
Catholic parochial schools. 

After urging the convention td 
demand of President Truman why 

e has not called Taylor home, 
the speaker turned to the Su- 
preme Court decision with these 
words: a 

“This ominous decision casts a 
shadow, now no larger, it may 
appear, than a man’s hand, but 
portending a cloud that may be 


drifting over every hamlet and 


dale from Plymouth Rock to the 
Golden Gate to darken the torch 
of religious liberty in our beloved 
land. 

“I plead with Southern Baptists, 
in this convention and out to the 
last church, to stand up and face 
this challenge to religious liberty 
in sleepless vigilance until once 
again Washington and every other 
center of government in our free 
land shall know beyond any ques- 
tion that we will not compromise 
with political ecclesiasticism and 
clerical fascism on any terms 
whatsoever and that we will resist 
such encroachments in the con- 
vietion that they endanger every 
person and institution and sanc- 
tity which our fathers suffered to 
win for us, even at the sacrifice 
of life.” 

Warning against the assumption 
of debt by local churches, district 
associations, agencies and insti- 
tutions “at this juncture of insta- 
bility in our general economy,” 
Dr. Newton observed that South- 
ern Baptists “have suffered 
enough in the past from good in- 
tentions but unsound expansion, 
Neither peace nor prosperity are 
— in Tomorrow’s world,” he 
said. 


Dr. Newton contrasted the basic | 


philosophy of Communism with 
that of Christian Democracy. The 
former, stated by its followers as 


“from each according to his abil-f 


ity, to, each according to his 
need,” was restated by the speak- 
er as “What you have, I will take, 
if I can.“ He said the first ex- 
ample of Communism. was the 
slaying of Abel by Cain. 
had something (the favor of God) 
which Cain coveted, but for which 
he was unwilling to pay the price,” 
he said. 

Opposing this concept, Dr. New- 
ton said, was the philosophy of 
Christian Democracy which he 
summed up in the statement, 
“What I have, I will share, as you 
have need.” He predicted the lat- 
ter concept would achieve ultimat 
victory. 

The executive committee of the 
convention last night advocated 
enlistment of tithers during the 
last three months of this year to 
give 10 per cent of their incomes 
toward the convention's financial 
goal of $10,000,000. It was hoped 
that 1,000,000 Southern Baptists 
could be enrolled. 

The principal speaker of the 
convention, Harold E. Stassen, 
former governor of Minnesota, 
will address the convention Friday 
afternoon instead of Saturda 
night as previously announced.

“Abel. 
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33 BABIES DIED 
OF DIARRHEA IN 
L 


22 of Victims at City Hos- 
pital, 11 at De Paul — 
Disease Checked, Says 
Physician. 


A total of 33 babies have died 
at two St. Louis hospitals since 
the first of the year in an out- 
break of infant diarrhea. Spokes- 
men for both hospitals at which 
deaths have occurred, City and 
DePaul, said they believed the 
outbreak has been checked, 


Of the: total, 22 of the deaths 
occurred at City Hospital. Dr. 
Cyril J. Costello, medical direc- 
tor, said the institution’s mater- 
nity ward nursery on the ninth 
floor has been closed, and a new 
one opened on the twelfth floor. 

Similar measures stopped the 
disease at DePaul Hospital early 
in March. A spokesman for the 
hospital said there had been no 
further cases there since the 
eleventh death, early in March. 
The old maternity division nursery 
was closed then, and another 
opened. 


Not Considered Epidemic, 


Dr. Costello said the outbreak of 
the disease could not be consid- 
ered an epidemic, because there 
are not enough cases on a percent- 
age basis to justify it. He said 
341 babies were delivered at City 
Hospital during the first four 
months of the year. Only a small 
percentage of those became ill of 
the disease. 


Dr. J. Earl Smith, medical di- 
rector of the City Health Divi- 
sion’s communicable disease sec- 
tion, said the disease was not gas- 
troenteritis, which caused the 
death of more than 20 babies at 
Allentown, Pa., since March 1. 
The disease involved here is epi- 
demic diarrhea of the newborn,” 
he said, and is contracted only by 
newborn babies. Those more than 
one month old are immune, he 
asserted. The disease has heen 
reportable to the Health Division 
only since Jan. 1 of this year. 

Dr Costello said the first case 
of the disease at City Hospital 
since the new nursery was opened 
last month resulted in the death 
last Monday of a 16-day-old girl 
who had been born at the hospital. 
This is believed to be an isolated 
case, he said, since it was not pre- 
ceded by others and none have 
been noted following its occur- 
rence. , 

No Cases in Hospital Now. 


In checking the outbreak, the 
hospital changed nurses and physi- 
clans in the nursery, as well as 
opening the new nursery, Dr. Cos- 
tello said. New furniture and food 
preparation and serving equipment 
also were utilized. As far as is 
known, Dr. Costello continued, 
there is not a single case of the 
disease in the hospital now.

Mayor Informed That

St. Louis will lose $940,000 in 
funds for airport development as a 
result of a 50 per cent cut today 


by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee in allocations to municipali- 
ties for airport purposes. Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann was informed 
of this today in a telegram from 
Paul V. Betters, executive secre- 
tary of the United States Confer- 
ence of Mayors.

INLAND STEEL CO. SETTLES 
INDUSTRY'S ONLY DISPUTE 


CHICAGO, May 7 (UP)—Settle- 
ment of the steel industry’s only 
major strike was reached today 
when Inland Steel Co. and the CIO 
United Steel Workers signed a 
contraet with assurances of labor 
peace for two years. i 

The assurances were in the form 
of a “union responsibility” clause 
prohibiting wildcat strikes and 
other work disruptions. The com- 
pany’s demand for such assur- 
ances was one cause of the strike, 
which began May 1 when 14,000 
workers walked out. The clause 
was one of the first ever included 
in a steel industry contract. The 
union had objected to it on ground 
that the company was “trying to 
tell the union how to run its busi- — 
ness.“ Workers who fail to abide 
by the clause can be suspended. 

The contract also provided a 
wage increase of 15.1 cents an 
hour and an “inequity settlement” 
in excess of $2,000,000. It grants 
severance pay on a sliding scale 
and adds a third week of paid 
vacation for workers with 25 
years of service.

This compulsory arbitration, he 
said, would be resorted to only 
if voluntary arbitration failed. 

If either party to the dispute 
should refuse to obey the orders 
of the public hearing panel, the 
Governor would be authorized to 
seize and operate the utility. This 
action could be either before or 
after a strike. 


Penalty Clause in Bill. 


The penalty provided in the bil! 
for an employe who strikes 
against a utility would be loss 
of his seniority rights when he 
returns to work. The penalty 
against a union for calling or con- 
ducting a strike would be $10,000 
forfeiture for each day of the 
strike. 
subject to a $1000 penalty. 

A utility which engages in a 
lockout would be subjeet to a 
$10,000-a-day penalty, and in ad- 
dition, if the board of mediation 
found that it has refused to bar- 
gain collectively in good faith, it 
could certify the case to the State 
Public Service Commission which 
is given power to revoke the 
utility’s certificate of convenience 
and necessity if the evidence it 
obtains supports the charge.

Campbell, now retired and living 
in Chicago, made the statenient in 
cross-examination when defense 
attorneys questioned him closely 
on his testimony that May, for- 
imer chairman of the House Mili- 


=| tary Committee, often called him in 


behalf of the $78,000,000 Garsson 
munitions combine. 

“He said May made “blitz” tele- 
phone calls to his department in 
behalf of the Garssons and that 
the calls caused considerable con- 
fusion. 


“Did you consider that pressure 
was being put on you?” asked 
Warren Magee, counsel for May. 
| “That was my impression,“ 
Campbell replied. 

The defense has contended that 
May was only seeking to spur war 
production in interceding for the 
Garssons. 


Use of Patterson’s Name. 

Campbell’s affirmative reply to 
the “pressure” question came after 
the Government read into the rec- 
ord evidence that May used Secre- 
tary of War Patterson’s name in 
urging the Army to give an “E” 
award to a Garsson firm in 1945. 

May is charged with accepting 
more than $50,000 in bribes. On 
trial with him are Henry and 
Murray Garsson, key figures in a 
$78,000,000 munitions syndicate, 
and Joseph H. Freeman, Washing- 
ton agent for the Garssons. 


Campbell said he did not recog- 
nize May’s intercessions for the 

Garssons as “pressure at the first.” 
But, he said, as May’s calls be- 
came more frequent and “began to 
build up one after another, I con- 
sidered that it was an effort to 
obtain special consideration on be- 
half of Dr. Garsson.” 

“Did you let Mr. May know you 
considered this was pressure?“ 
Campbell was asked. 

tried my best to do so,” Camp- 
bell replied. 

Campbell conceded on cross-ex- 
amination that he had received 
queries about war contracts from 
other members of Congress, and 
possibly also from Cabinet mem- 


bers and from the White House. 


“But was there anything in 
your experience comparable to the 
pressure May brought?”

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GANDHI, JINNAH 
FAIL TO AGREE ON 
Folgt OF INDIA 


No Compromise on Pakis- 

tan or United Country 
Both Appeal for End 
to Strife. 


NEW DELHI, May 7 (AP)—Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi and Moslem 
League President M. A. Jinnah 
met last night for the first time 
since 1944 but failed to come to 
any agreement on the issue of 


Pakistan versus a united India. 
A statement issued by Jinnah 
after the two-hour and 45-minute 
conference said they agreed, how- 
ever, to do their best in their 
respective spheres to see that 
their recent appeal for Hindu- 
Moslem peace is made effective. 
On the political question, 
Gandhi, a powerful influence in 
the predominantly Hindu Con- 
gress party, stood fast for a united 
India and: Jinnah was equally 
firm for the establishment of the 
independent Moslem state of Pak- 
istan. 

The Congress party which al- 
ways has stood for a united India 
recently has adopted the attitude 
that if India is divided, a divi- 
sion also would have to be made 
of Bengal and the Punjab, the two 
main provinces which would 
comprise Pakistan. This counter- 
demand has met strong opposition 
from the Moslem League. 

A statement issued by Jinnah 
with the approval of Gandhi gaid: 
“We discussed two matters. One 
was the question of the division 
of India into Pakistan and Hindu- 
stan, and Mr. Gandhi does not ac- 
cept the princfple of division. He 
thinks that division is not inevi- 
only is Pakistan inevitable but 
this is the only practical solution 
of India’s political problem. 

“The second matter which we 
discussed was a letter which we 
both have Hand jointly appealing 
to the people to maintain peace, 
and we both have come to the 
conclusion that we must do our 
best in our respective spheres to 
see that that appeal of ours is 
carried out. We will make every 
effort toward this purpose.” 

In a separate statement, Jinnah 
called on his followers to be peace- 
ful, at least for the next few 
weeks “when decisions concern- 
ing the whole of India are likely 
to be announced.” 

Informed sources in London, 
meanwhile, said the Viceroy, Lord 
Mountbatten, sees a possibility of 


| the Indian factions uniting on the 


basis of a three-way partition 
among Moslems, Hindus and Prin- 
ces who rule the states of native 
India, loosely united under a 
limited federal government. 


NEIGHBORS WIDEN 
THEIR OWN ALLEY 
TO REDUCE COST 


Twenty residents of Hiller and 
Pamplin places, in the northwest 
corner of the city, working in the 
evenings and on Sundays, have 
moved 11 garages, five fences and 
a concrete ashpit in order to 
widen an alley between their 
streets. They decided they could 
do the job more cheaply than the 
city, which would have charged 
them about, $3700 for the work. 
Once they have widehed the 
alley to 15 feet from its present 12 
feet, they will petition the city to 
pave and drain it, a spokesman 
said. At present, the alley is 
bumpy, cinder-covered and has a 
dip in the middle so that rain- 
water accumulates there and 
trucks scatter garbage when they 
hit the depression. 

Leader in the project is Urban 
Foshage, 5653 Hiller, a steamfitter. 
Two years ago he and others cir- 
culated petitions among residents 
of the neat little community of 
brick homes, asking the city to 
give them a wider, paved, well- 
drained alley. Then they decided 
they could do part of the job them- 
selves at much lower cost. 

They obtained rollers and two- 
by-fours and in 11 days moved 
the garages and ashpit. Three 
residents refused to go along in 
the project, but one relented and 
now only two garages remain to 
be moved. If their owners per- 
sist in refusing to move their 
buildings, the city will be asked 
to do that part of the job also 
and assess the owners for the ex- 
pense, it was said.

Harper a War Veteran. 


Harper, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri Law School, is 
an Army veteran of World War 
II, with a record of service in New 
Guinea and the South Pacific. He 
was a member of the Tenth Dis- 
trict Democratic Congressional 
Committee in 1936-37, and a mem- 
ber of the State Committee in 
1938-39. He is an attorney in 
Caruthersville, is 41 years old and 
was admitted to the bar in 1929. 

In June 1940, when the Missouri 
delegation to the Democratic 
convention was organized in a 
meeting in St. Louis, opponents of 
Gov. loyd C. Stark elected 
Harper over Stark as the state’s 
honorary vice chairman of the 
convention. Senator Harry S8. Tru- 
man, then opposing Stark for 
the senatorial nomination, and 
Senator Bennett C. Clark, who 
was supporting Truman against 
Stark, backed Harper. 

Harper had President Truman’s 
backing for the chairmanship at 
the State Committee meeting in 
August 1946, when he succeeded 
Richard R. Nacy of Jefferson 
City. To make him eligible for 
the chairmanship, he was elected 
to the State Committee by the 
Tenth District Committee. Last 
year he was named as a member 
of the National Cotton Council, 

Judge Aronson’s Career, 

Judge Aronson will be 40 years 
old tomorrow, and is a graduate 
of Washington University Law 
School in the class of 1928. He 
was admitted to the bar in that 
year, and was in private practice 
until 1938, when he was elected to 
the circuit bench for a six-year- 
term. He was retained in office 
in 1944, under the non-partisan 
court law, for a six-year term to 
end in 1950. He is a member of 
the advisory board of Washington 
University Law Quarterly. He is 
married and lives at 6262 South- 
wood avenue. 

Before his marriage, and while 
Robert E, Hannegan was chair- 
man of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee, Aronson lived with his par- 
ents in University City. In order 
to establish a legal residence in 
St. Louis, he went to Hannegan’s 
home in the city and stayed for 
a time; thereafter he voted from 
the flat above Hannegan’s home, 
received mail there and gave that 
address in taking out an automo- 
bile license. He continued to live 
with his parents at 6633 Waterman 
avenue, University City, until 1985, 
when he went to live at 5616 En- 
right avenue in St. Louis. 

He formerly had law quarters in 
the same suite with Hannegan, 
and did legal work in connection 
with him, but they were not part- 
ners. Hannegan backed him for 
the judgeship,

Relatively few Russians ap- 
peared willing to risk trouble over 
arranging such a visit. Very few 
also seemed pleased to be greeted 
by a foreigner in a public place 
in Moscow.

Soviet Secret Police. 

The operations of the secret 
police are not known in detail to 
foreigners in the Soviet capital, 
but their results become known 
from time to time. Occasionally 
the Russian acquaintance of an 
American or some other foreigner 
simply drops out of sight, and 
word come from a relative or 
friend that he has been taken 
away for a while. 

Foreigners resident in Moscow 
say that every block of buildings 
has an informer, if-not a regular 
police agent, to keep tab on the 
activities of the people. Hidden 
microphones are constantly feared 
by those who think they might 
have something worthwhile to say. 

In the American colony this fear 

robably reached its all-time high 
when the CFM meeting was on. 
Only two or three rooms in Spasso 
house, Ambassador Bedell Smith’s 
residence, were officially consid- 
ered free of the microphone men- 
ace, 

American reporters used to kill 
time trying to figure out how 
many English-speaking Russians 
would have been required to trans- 
late all the words which Ameri- 
can security officials apparently 
believed would or could be taken 
down. | 

There was no kidding, however 
about the fact that the Russian 
telephone, which usually worked 
very well, sometimes produced a 
variety of odd sounds and speech- 
killing interruptions. All foreign 
calls were supposed to be open for 
political or censorship monitoring 
—and in no times are checked 
by censors, 

Moscow's foreign colony took 
telephone tapping for granted and 
also suspected its collective maids, 
interpreters, cooks, waiters and 
other servants of being actual or 
potential informers. 

Communist Education. 

Along with the check on what 
people are saying and doing is.the 
control on what they learn. The 
Soviets have raised the educa- 
tional level of the Russian people 
immensely in the years they have 
been in power. 

Foreigners who 2 studied 
this field of Soviet activity report 
that while technical subjects are 
well taught and an educated class 
steadily is being built up, the stu- 
dents learn everything exclusively 
from the Communist viewpoint 
and in Soviet terms, The press 
constantly harps on the theme of 
capitalist encirclement, oppres- 
sion of the workers abroad, Amer- 
ican and British “Imperialism.” 

One high diplomatic official 
said he believed that Soviet politi- 
cal development might be modi- 
fied over the future generations 
by the growth of a large educated 
class which would tend increas- 
jingly to break down the barriers

‘Durocher “Defies” Chandler 


To Prove Recent Misconduct 


NEW YORK, May 7 (UP)—Lippy Leo Durocher, who has gazed 
unflinchingly into the eyes of many an umpire, challenged Baseball 
Commissioner Happy Chandler to do the same to him today and 
dare to say that he hadn’t been a perfect gentleman since they met 


in Oakland, Calif., last winter. 


Durocher, under a one-year sus- 
pension by Chandler for “conduct 
detrimental to baseball,” came 
back to Ebbets Field yesterday 
and immediately started to talk 
about the events which led up to 
his being barred as Brooklyn 
Dodger manager. 


“T have been silenced by the com- 
missioner’s edict,” he said. I've 
observed that order since it was 
issued on April 9 and I continue to 
do so. But that applied to the 
hearings he conducted in Pilorida, 
so I feel perfectly free to discuss 
my previous meeting with the 
commissioner in Oakland last 
winter, 


“And TI defy Chandler to look 
me straight in the eye and say 
that I haven’t stuck to a straight 
line since that meeting.” 

(In Cincinnati, Chandler's sec- 
retary, Walter Mulbry, acting as 
an official spokesman, said “The 
commissioner has no statement” 
when he was informed of Duroch- 
er's remarks. Mulbry said that 
Chandler was out of town.) 

Durocher, who was accom- 
panied by his movie star wife, La- 
raine Day, sat in the grandstand 
in a box behind the Dodger dug- 
out and watched Brooklyn top the 
St. Louis Cardinals, 7 to 6. He 
gave the players a “pep talk” be- 
fore the game and posed for pic- 
tureg with the man who succeeded 
him, Burt Shotton, 

The fiery Durocher admitted 
that Chandler had warned him 
about his conduct when they met 
in Oakland. He said that Chand- 
ler put his arm around him and 
said: 

“Leo, I like you You haven't 
done anything wrong. I called 
you here just to have an under- 
standing before you might do 
something that would make me 
have to punish you.” 

When Chandler suspended Du- 
rocher, he did not elaborate on 
the reasons for banning him other 
than to say that he had been in- 
volved in a series of “unpleasant 
incidents.” Formal charges of 
“conduct detrimental to baseball“ 
which were filed by New York 
Yankee president Larry Mac- 
Phail, brought on the Fiorida 
hearings at St. Petersburg and 
Sarasota which eventually led 
Chandler to ban Leo. MacPhail 
claimed he ‘had been slandered 
by Durocher and Branch Rickey, 
Dodger president, who stated he 
had entertained well known gam-

I fell in with a group of work- 
ers and their children and sud- 
denly found myself the central 
figure of an impromptu street 
forum on war and peace, and re- 
lations with America. 
I was the first American any 
of the group ever had seen.

Russia 
sacrificed so much and lost 80 
many people. 

“Took at these kids whose 
fathers were killed (he pointed at 
some youngsters around us). After 
we have suffered so much, we 
don’t want to fight.” 


But he waited for no answer.

‘It’s Nice to Be Alive.’ 


As a sort of amen, a young 
veteran, who expressed the senti- 
ment of war survivors the world 
over, said: “Bohza (gosh!), it's 
so nice to be alive.” 

Here the middle-aged man, who 
had lost his family, broke in: 

“I’m so lonely now.” He shooed 
his little niece, his only relative, 
out of a mud puddle, gave her a 
paternal pat and then described 
the awful damage inflicted by the 
German invaders. 

His native city, he said, was in 
the direct path of the invasion. 
His house was burned to the 
ground with some 8600 others. 
Only 42 remained. 

“I came out of the war with 
only the shirt on my back,” he 
said.

Why are you 80 kind to the 
Germans now?“ 


“But you are kind to them too,” 
I returned, 


“We know that,” came the re- 
ply. “We have children in the 
occupation army. But why are you 
against our getting even 10 bil- 
lion in reparations when we asked 
for 20 billion? We need it, our 
country was ruined so much. (He 
confused the Allied 20 billion re- 
quest at Yalta for the total repara-

“We were such good friends 
with America during the war,” 
interjected the young veteran. “It 
was really America that helped 
us. Why don’t you help us now?”

Criticiam of Britain. 


Great Britain has never shown 
greater ineptitude, nor a more 
callous disregard for its obliga- 
tions to humanity, than in its 
recent policy in Palestine. 

Chamberlain’s White Paper of 
1939, continued in force by the 
Attlee cabinet, which practically 
prohibits Jewish immigration, is 
a violation of Great Britain's man- 
date. The persistent refusal of the

There need be no extenuation 
of the crimes of the Jewish ter- 
rorists. But these are primarily a 
result of British policy and of 
L-itish military repression. 

When the British Government 
at last submitted the Palestine 
problem to the United Nations, it 
declared that it merely sought an 
“advisory opinion,” to be accepted 
or rejected as it saw fit. It was 
later explained that Britain could 
not undertake new responsibilities 
in Palestine unless they were ac- 
ceptable to it. In its present pre- 
dicament Britain should certainly 
not be asked to assume obiiga- 
tions it cannot readily carry out. 
But if the recommendations of the 
Assembly involve new military or 
“inancial burdens, these can surely 
be jointly shared by several states 
as provided in Article 106 of the 
Charter, until the United Nations 
is able to take them over. 

What is imperative is that the 
United Nations shall not submit 
to pressure for further sterile de- 
lay. The Assembly cannot afford 
to appoint a new fact-finding com- 
mittee to formulate recommenda- 
tions, only to have these once 
more ignored or rejected by the 
British Government.

Causes of the Trade Slump 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Newburyport Plan to lower prices 
by reducing retail prices 10 per cent is 
absurd. 

What it means, in the final analysis, is 
that Newburyport retailers are reducing 

their gross markup by about 10 per cent, 
and I doubt very much if the average re- 
tailer anywhere can stand very long to 
have his gross profit cut by 10 per cent. 

If the plan is simply to get money into 
the till as an emergency, money-getting 

measure, then it's all right, even if pain- 
*" ful. If it is an attempt to lower prices 
all along the line by anything more than 
the psychological effect, it's economical- 
ly certain to be a failure for the — 
pants. 

At best, the least harm done is ‘that 
the retailer has taken a 10 per cent 
shrinkage in stock on hand. At worst, 

* if he replaces his stock and continues to 

dell at 10 per cent below the tradition- 

al markups (discovered by experience 
and constantly being corrected by expe- 
diency and varying factors), he’s on his 
way out of business. I don’t believe the 
average retailer can sell for one penny 
less than he’s already doing and still 
stey in a healthy financial condition. 

If at 12 o’clock tonight, by a miracle, 

every seller reduced his prices by 10 
per cent, everyone would immediately 
take a 10 per cent shrinkage, but should 

then be able to continue, because sales 
would be based on historical markups. 
But since part of the cest of an item is 

' Wages, we must also expect, at midnight 

on this miraculous night, that wages all 
along the line would be reduced. * 

The Newburyport Plan is interesting, 
hopeful, and impractical. It may help, at 
the expense of the participants, to keep 
all of us on our toes to keep prices as 
low as possible. Undue emphasis about 
prices, and publicity about coming re- 
cessions, are doing more to harm busi- 
"mess than any single factor except the 
real reason that business fs slow. It has 

been reported by Newburyport 
merchants that while people are buying 
desirable goods they are not buying the 
goods merchants are anxious to move. 

The real reason the textile business 
(and other “soft” lines) is slow is be- 
cause prices have increased faster, since 
last summer, than and so mass 
purchasing power, after buying food and 
shelter, has had very little left over for 
clothing. 

Recent wage increases, even though 
another step up on the inflationary 
spiral, will again stimulate business, and 
we will for a rather long time have in- 
termittent periods of relatively good 
business and then periods — wages 
are again lagging. 

This can continue for a number of 
years, until ultimately, when it’s touched 
off by the collapse of world trade, or 
overproduction, we will have one glori- 
‘ous depression, for one day the spiral 
must end, and when it does, possibly in 
the middle 1950s, the higher we've gone 
the further we fall. But that seems at 
least five years away and maybe more,

When Rights Are Frail 


That great and devoted American, Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, once told his brethren 
on the Supreme Court that the principle of the 
Constitution which calls more imperatively for 
attachment than any other is the principle of 
free thought. 

By an adaptation which does no violence to 
Justice Holmes, the part of the Constitution 
which calls more imperatively for attachment 
This 
comprises the first 10 amendments which state 
the furi@amental liberties Congress may not in- 
These liberties are now generally pro- 
tected against state infringement by the Four- 
teenth Amendment. 

This being so, it is disturbing to see how many 
times the Supreme Justices divide 5 to 4 on is- 
sues involving these basic rights. 

One- judge majority rulings are inevitable from 
time to time, and there are occasions when they 
are all to the good as indicating the extreme 
closeness of the question to be decided. But it is 
not too much to say that these narrowest pos- 
sible decisions come along so frequently in Bill 
of Rights cases as to raise serious doubt con- 
cerning the security of the citizen’s constitu- 
tional guaranties. ‘ 

The most recent 5-to-4 decision of this sort, 
which was discussed on this page yesterday, is 
one of the most astonishing of all. It has the 
effect of approving general searches of homes by 
law officers—a practice denounced in colonial 
times and an invasion of human rights which 
gave impetus to the American Revolution. 

The dissenters rightly protested against Chief 
Justice Vinson's majority opinion as reviving 
the odious Writs of Assistance, and one of the 
minority, Justice Murphy, cogently pointed out 
that “the principle established by the court can 
be used as easily by some future government 
determined to suppress political opposition un- 
der the guise of sedition.” 

Sense of deep wrong is intense in the dissent 
of Justice Frankfurter—an appeal worthy of the 
tradition of Gray and Holmes and Cardozo in 
whose seat this protestant sits. He ‘asks the 
majority: 5 

How can there be freedom of thought or 

freedom of speech or freedom of religion, if 

the police can, without warrant, search your 
house and mine merely because they are ex- 
ecuting a Warrant of arrest? How can men 
feel free if all their papers may he searched, 
as an incident to the arrest of someone in 


the house, on the chance that something may 
tufn up, or rather be turned up? 


Not long . the high tribunal split 5-to-4 in 
the New Jersey bus law case, involving, in the 
minds of many, the issue of establishment of 


religion, which is forbidden by the very first 


amendment. The question was whether a state 
could remunerate parents for fare paid by their 
children en route to parochial schools. Dis- 
senters Rutledge, Frankfurter, Jackson and Bur- 
ton found Justice Black’s decision inevitably 


‘breaching the histgric wall between church and 


state in this country. 

Only a short time before the New Jersey paro- 
chial schools decision, another 5-to-4 ruling 
finally approved Louisiana's death sentence for 
Willie Francis, Here the questions were whether 
a second trip to the electric chair (the apparatus 
failed the first time) would place the convicted 
youth’s life in double jeopardy or subject him to 
“cruel and unusual punishment.” This time the 
dissenters were Justices Burton, Douglas, Mur- 
phy and Rutledge. 

The list of civil rights cases thus narrowly 
determined can be long extended. Those in re- 
cent years include the famous Opelika decision 
of 1942, restricting the rights of the Jehovah's 
Witnesses sect, and the reversal of that decision 
in the next term, after the resignation of James 
F. Byrnes and appointment of Justice Rutledge. 

They Include as well the landmark contempt 
of court cases of Harry Bridges and the Los 


Angeles Times. Had these decisions gone against 


the defendants, freedom of the press in the 
United States would have suffered a body blow. 
Yet the difference between so great a defeat for 
free expression and its rejection turned on the 
stand of one Justice. 

The complex case of United States vs. Ballard, 
arising from the attempt to try leaders of the 


_ “I Am” religious cult before a jury, was decided 
on the same close basis. 


These examples are enough to more than make 
the point that the citizen’s liberties too fre- 
quently hang by a hair—and that too frequently 
does the hair break, as it did Monday in the 
unreasonable search and seizure case. 

Close decisions in matters of economic policy 
and the framework of government are unsettling, 
but at least they do not threaten basic rights as 
do these in the field of individual liberty. _ 

It is a strange commentary on the minds of 
men that 10 years after Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
first appointment to the Supreme Court it is pos- 
sible to look back on a record like that above. 

This is a condition to which the Supreme Jus- 
tices themselves need to devote some soul-search- 
ing attention, Not all is wel} in our — tem- 
ple of justice in Washington. 
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A Fighting Editor 

Time, in the snide, loose style that mars so 
much of its reporting, calls him the editor of a 
“leftist little newspaper.” But the more re- 
sponsible New York Times places him in a dif- 
ferent light; it simply says that his “political 
convictions have been on the liberal side.” 

In any event, Don Matchan, editor of the daily 
Times-Record at Valley City, N. D. (population 
6000) is putting up a game, gallant fight and 
will have the good wishes of every newspaper 
man worth his salt. 

Matchan champions the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority, and has thus won the enmity 
of the power companies in his area. He defended 
OPA and thus alienated many merchants. When 
the conservative State Board of Education ousted 
a liberal teachers’ college president, Matchan 
went to the educator’s defense. He made other 
enemies by backing the foreign policy of Henry 
Wallace. i 

As a result he is having to fight for his jour- 
nalistic life. The business men who put up 
$50,000 for Matchan to start his newspaper are 
after his scalp. Matchan has paid off $22,000 of 
the mortgage and is ahead of his payments, but 
some of the merchants threaten to transfer their 


* 


advertising to a new paper which they propose 
to start. 

Yet Matchan is not without allies; When he 
,polled his subscribers on whether they wanted 
him to sell out or to continue with full freedom 
to express himself, the results favored him 
5 to 1. Our bet is on him, not because we think 
he’ll necessarily win, but because he should. 

When a merchant buys advertising, he should 
not expect to buy the editor’s conscience in the 
bargain. - That attitude, if submitted to, can de- 
stroy a free press just as surely as a Nazi or a 
Red censorship,

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Extravagant “Economy” 

The Republican majority in Congress has sunk 
to a new low in its frantic efforts to give a politi- 
cally-potent meaning to its return to power. 
Some of its earlier budget-cutting had been 
senseless; its latest was mean to boot. The Sen- 
ate now proposes to take it out of the hides of 
the aged, the blind, the infantile, the jobless. 
More than 90 per cent of the $1.00,000,000 which 
it voted to cut from the Labor Department and 
Federal Security Agency budgets was from old 
age assistance, aid to children and the blind, vo- 
cational rehabilitation and railroad retirement. 

The congressional majority is laying itself wide 
open to charges of political cynicism, in the 
sense in which Oscar Wilde defined a cynic: One 
who knows the price of everything and the value 
of nothing. This is not economy which the mem- 
bers are voting. It is the destruction of essen- 
tial public services. The Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who are voting for these blindly in- 
discriminate cuts in the budget are giving no 
attention to any phase of the business except 
the price the Federal Government is paying for 
services. They are ignoring the values which 
these services produce. 

At the same time that Congress is considering 
an appropriation of .$400,000,000 to combat the 
spread of Communist imperialism in Greece and 
Turkey, the House Appropriations Committee 
cuts off entirely a $31,000,000 budget for State 
Department news broadcasts which are combat- 
ing Communism all over the Communist-threat- 
ened world. This sort of thing leads to an im- 
pression that Congress doesn’t know what it is 
doing, and in fact that.seems to be the case. 

Economy is one thing. Indiscriminate reduc- 
tions are another. There has been a great deal 
too much of the latter. Until it is brought to 
an end, Congress will not be in a position to be- 
gin to work for the former. 
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A Hint of Hoarding 

Auditor William M. Susanka thinks that the 
supply inventories of the School Board, which in 
some categories have risen as much as 1800 per 
cent in five years, wouldn't look good to a busi- 
ness man.” Neither, for that matter, would they 
look good to a professional man, a factory work- 
er or a housewife. 

These big inventories carry more than a hint 
of hoarding; some of the items in which the 
board is overstocked are the very things that 
are hardest to get at the grocery or hardware 
store. They are things, too, on which prices may 
soon start coming down. When merchants are 
lowering their inventories, the School Board 
might be well advised to do the same. 

If the School Board is so rich as to maintain 
supply inventories nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars in excess of those of five years ago, it is 
strange that it should be necessary to discon- 
tinue the summer high school classes hitherto 
maintained for students who have lost a semester 
or whe want to shorten the four years usually 
devoted to high school. 
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History Repeats in in Housing 
One place where the buyers’ strike has already 
hit, and with a bang, is in new houses. The gen- 
eral prediction that manufacturers of building 
materials and the building trades unions would 


price themselves out of the market has come 


true at least in part. 

All over the country overpriced new houses 
are going begging for buyers. Time reports 
that 2000 are waiting for buyers in Chicago and 
200 in Boston. On Long Island new construction 
has sunk to a fifth of what it was a year ago. 

In St. Louis one large builder reports that 
although he had several hundred applicants for 
houses when plans were announced, he has had 
only three purchasers for 76 houses thus far 
completed. 

The composite price of building materials is 
up 86 per cent above the 1939 average, and costs 
for carpenters, bricklayers and so on have risen 
100 per cent. The house-hunter, after thinking 
things over, is deciding to see what the silent 
treatment will accomplish. 

Judging from what happened in 1920, it may 
accomplish a good deal. A buyers’ strike pricked 
inflated building prices then. When costs came 
down within reason, building started again. 
What is the old saying?—“Experience keeps a 
hard school—” 


Gen. Bradley Gives an Order 


Many a veteran who has tried patiently to get 
satisfaction out of the VA office in his com- 
munity, only to find himself snarled up in red 
tape, buck-passing and the good old run-around, 
will: cheer Gen, Bradley’s instructions to his 
staffs throughout the country. Cut out all stall- 
ing and give service—that in a sentence is what 
the VA administrator has ordered. Pointing out 
that VA was purposely decentralized to give field 
managers authority to handle local problems 
promptly, Gen. Bradley called for full speed 
ahead in meeting all requests. No employe 
holds his or her job by divine right. “The hu- 
man needs of the veteran” come before every- 
thing else. “Rigidity” and the “unyielding atti- 
tude” must go. This is one of our great combat 
commanders speaking. It is the General of 
the Twelfth Army Group ordering his forces 
against a resistance pocket that has — 
been tolerated much too long.

The Whimpenny Point of View

Shipmate Whimpenny blamed Britain's troubles on Socialism; 
correspondent found this absolutely untrue; says people recognize 
that war losses and economic weakness demanded radical steps; 
America should understand England's plight to help her my afloat. 


J. Lacey Reynolds in the Progressive 


En route to London, my shipmate, Mr. 
Whimpenny, argued rather plausibly that 
England’s excursion into Socialism was 
merely an indiscretion—or, as he put it, 
“nothing that a simple political abortion 
wouldn’t remedy.” From him I got the 
definite impression that: 


1. The Labor Government’s nationaliza- 
tion scheme was meeting sharp resistance 
from an arousing—if not yet an aroused— 
public; 


2. It was the cause of Britain’ s current 
troubles, and 


3. Would be discarded as soon as the 
public recognizes its inherent shortcomings. 


I mention the Whimpenny point of view 
because it is shared far too widely in the 
United States, It is based on a set of 
flagrant misconceptions that must be cor- 
rected soon if we are to make correct de- 
cisions about the British problem. 

We are confronted with the ominous 
choice: whether to stake her further in her 
efforts to remain afloat, or whether to as- 
sume the world obligations that would de- 


volve upon us if she should sink. We, 


therefore, owe it to ourselves to try to un- 
derstand it and appraise its proper weight 
in the sum total of problems that will de- 
termine her future—and perhaps our own. 


Ease of Nationalization 


The visitor to England is surprised by 
the relative ease with which nationalization 
is being put into effect. There is little of 
the political turbulence that marked, for 
instance, our own modest venture into 


government ownership with the TVA in the 


19308. 


When the bill to nationalize the Bank of 
England came to its crucial second read- 
ing in Parliament, Churchill did not even 
show up. Only 12 bank stockholders 
bothered to attend the meeting where the 
measure was discussed. 


There was a negligible flurry over na- 
tionalization of the coal mines. Even the 
most conservative interests agreed it was 
the only thing to do. 

Even in iron and steel, where the fight 
is most intense, the mimeograph machines 
are significantly silent. In the year and a 
half that nationalization has been discussed, 
the industry has issued: but two press re- 
leases in opposition. Wendell Willkie of 
Commonwealth and Southern used to put 
out two a day! 


A Favorable Atmosphere 


Of course, the British neck has been 
bowed to the Socialist yoke longer and to 
a greater extent than most Americans 
realize. As an example, the electric distri- 
bution systems of the country are already 
owned 80 per cent by public bodies, This 
is true, in varying degrees, with regard to 
other basic industries which are on the 
new nationalization list—transportatfon, 
civil aviation, cable and wireless, and gas. 
Socialization does not represent a violent 
transition, 


The Socialist experiment could never be 
launched in a more favorable atmosphere 
than pervades postwar England. 

It’s trite, but to say it once again does 
not diminish the truth of the observation: 
England has been subjected to a thorough 
leveling process. The leveling has not been 
confined to the razing of buildings. The 
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bombs leveled social conditions also. 

The picture as I got it was that of a 
people perhaps slightly punch-drunk from 
their experiences; preoccupied with the 
mechanics of day-to-day living; accepting 
radical measures in the hope that their lot 
might be improved, and trusting in the 
Almighty if things became worse. 


I would not want to leave the erroneous 
impression that nationalization is univer- 
sally popular. The great middle class which 
furnished the margin of votes to sweep 
Labor into power seems to take the atti- 
tude: “Well, they say this is good for us, 
so I guess I'll give it a try.” 


Not even the most ardent Laborites de 
lude themselves on this score: “We have 
received a very large degree of co-opera- 
tion from the people,” said one of their top 
planners. “But it is due not to their en- 
dorsement of Socialism, but their recogni- 
tion of the gravity of our national prob- 
lems.”

A Nation Sick at Heart 


Every Britisher knows today what is just 
beginning to dawn upon every American: 
namely, that England is sick at heart. 
The “Economic Survey”—the frankest 
White Paper that has ever been issued by 
any British Government—put the situation 
in a nutshell: 


We have not enough resources to do all 
that we want to do,” it said. “We have 
barely enough to do all that we must do 
whether we reckon in manpower, coal, elec- 
tricity or national production as a whole.” 


The Government’s nationalization scheme 
cannot possibly be responsible for all of 
Britain’s complex difficulties. It is still 
largely a paper plan. It is still in the 
campaign-promise category, much more so 
than its supporters like to admit, When 
and. if it is put into operation in toto, it 
will affect no more than 10 to 20 per cent 
of the nation’s industrial plant. 


How Conservatives Feel 


No, Britain’s present plight is more deep- 
seated than Socialism. In some cases, as 
in coal, her problems antedate the war. 
For the most part, they stem directly from 
seven years of struggle that have left her 
bled white. 


I am told by informed British political 
observers that if the Conservative party 
were returned to power today, it would not 
repeal the socialization statutes. 


With apologies to Mr. Whimpenny, it is 
not unlikely that the socialistic roof Britain 
is erecting today may remain to shelter, 
and perhaps even ornament, her national 
life for centuries to come,

Between Book Ends 


Russia in Two Months 


WHY THEY BEHAVE LIKE RUSSIANS, by Joh Fischer. 

(Harper A Brothers, New York.) 

The best things about this book are its 
readable pace, its candor and its fairness. 
It is not offered as a major study. It is 
more of a primer, and it reduces the baf- 
fling complexities of the Russian question 
to simple conclusions. The essence is that 
the Russians behave as they do (1) be 
cause they fear an attack from abroad, or 
(2) because they plan to conquer the world 
for Communism. In either case Fischer 
concludes: 

“For at least 15 years and perhaps longer 
they simply will not have the strength to 
challenge the Western democracies at any 
distance beyond their own borders.” Fisch- 
er’s report, running 262 pages, combines a 
bit of direct reporting and a lot of serious 
reading and hard-disciplined thinking. He 
is the first to say that he spent only about 
two months in Russia, as a member of an 
UNRRA mission working mostly in the 
Ukraine. 

* * * 


He makes no pretense that he learned 
all about the Russians in that time, but it 
is quite evident that his scholarly concern 
for the Soviet Union, dating from his uni- 
versity days about 15 years ago, gave him a 
sound background for what he could see. 
His observations are almost photographic. 

Of Ukrainian women: “Lana Turner 
wouldn't get a second glance in Kiev.” 

“Dogs are noticeably few in the Ukraine.” 

“There are no telephone books.” 

“The Soviet Sinatra is a plump opera star 
named S. T. Lemeshev, who has a pleasant 
tenor voice, big soulful eyes, and curly hair 
roached down over his coat collar like Sen- 
ator Tom Connally’s.” 

The highlight episode of all the light 
touches tells about a farewell picnic. His 
Russian friends were more than hospitable 
with vodka, and at almost the last minute 
he remembered he still hadn’t got a suit 
back from the cleaner, a man by the name 
of Fremkin. In the middle of the night 
they finally found the cleaner’s home, be- 
fore which they yelled Fremkin!“ until 
they got him up. Fremkin lowered a string, 
pulled up Fischer's plane ticket, and was 
convinced that it wasn’t a ruse to rob him.

When Fischer attempts to divine “What 
Are They Up To?”, he says: “We can as- 
sume that the Russians probaMy are behav- 
ing in their present digturbing fashion be- 
cause they are afraid; but that they may 
be getting ready to try to impose Commu- 
nism on the rest of the world by force.” 

And consequently: “We need to make it 
perfectly clear that we are committed to 
defend certain vital areas, that we will 
fight if they are invaded, and that we 
have the strength to fight successfully. If 
we draw that sort of line, we can be quite 
certain that the Fed Army will not cross 
it.”

The Ray of Man’s Unquenchable Hope 


VER the week end I reread a book which first came to me in 
manuscript form some months ago, and has haunted me ever 
since. My first impression—of tremendous breadth, power and 
depth, of monstrous horror and profound pity—was confirmed. “The 
End Is Not Yet” by Fritz von Unruh is, I think, the only study of 
Nazism which has penetrated its heart—the sickness of the modern 


soul, 


The nova is a descent into hell, 
and the hell is in the minds and 
souls of men. It is a hell peopled 
dy monstrous beasts, like the gar- 
goyies of Notre Dame, of which 
this novel contains one of the 
greatest descriptions in literature. 


Their nartes are Hitler, Goering, |tarv 


Hess, Keitel, but “the characters 
in this nove] are symbolic. Their 
resemblance to persons alive or 
dead, is indeed, a remarkable 
coincidence.” 

Gigantic Raskolnikov. 

And it is, one feels, coincidence. 
Von Unruh does not believe that 
the Nuernberg trials exorcised the 
evil genii of our age. The cause 
lies deeper. Once, another novel- 
ist, perhaps the greatest, Fedor 
Dostoevski, put the same unerring 
finger on the source of social 
despair, in the person of Ras- 
kolnikov in “Crime and Punish- 
ment.” 

Raskolnikov was a little Hitler, 
who killed but one person. But 
the source of his crime was the 
same. Like Hitler, out of the 
dregs of the intellectual prole- 
tariat, he had cut himself off from 
human solidarity, and killed out 
of a will to power—to prove that 
he wa: absolutely independent of 
all morality, which triumph is the 
pinnacle of the spirit of dominion. 

Von Unruh’s Hitler is a gigan- 
tic Raskolnikov, an almost anony- 
mous spirit of the evil which is 
reflected even in the faces of his 
opponents and enemies—in all of 
them except Uhle, the unclassable 
emigre and the figure of the Un- 
known Soldier of World War 1. 
He, having survived 20 years in 
a quarry near Verdun, is brought 
forth by Uhle on the eve of this 
last war to bring the message that 
life is faith, devotion and love, or 
is un-life—hence, death. 


Through Uhle the author ex- 
presses the philosophy which has 
never deserted him since, as a 
young Prussian officer, he saw a 
vision of truth and reality in the 
slaughterhouse of Verdun in 1916. 

Scion of an aristocratic, mili- 
y Prussian family, educated 
with Hohenzollern princes, he was 
commissioned as an officer to 
write a propaganda drama to keep 
up the morale of German troops. 
Instead, in “the way of sacrifice” 
he produced a flaming denuncia- 
tion of the witchcraft of blood 


jsacrifice of youth and a call to 


brotherhood. He was court-mar- 
tialed, and saved only by the 
intervention of his General who 
secretly shared his views. 


Life of Solitude. 


Von Unruh went home to call 
for a new Germany based on the 
revelations that had come to front- 
fighters. The people heard, but 
not the ruling powers. His last 
appearance in Berlin was before 
15,000 persons on the eve of Hit- 
ler’s triumph, when he uttered the 
awful prophecy that Hitler would 
mean the end of the Reich. 

Then he left. Germany for 14 
years of lonely exile. In France, 
interned as an enemy alien, he 
was rescued from German armies 
by President Roosevelt on the in- 
tervention of Albert Einstein. 

Here he has lived in solitude, 
shunned by organized emigre 
groups. The revolution for which 
he waits has not come. He can- 
not save himself from the awful 
solitude of man from man, which 
he sees as the source of despair- 
ing evil. Yet, this novel, at times 
unbearable, is so diffused with 
pity and so lightened with the 
splendor of love that it sends out 
the ray of man’s unquenchable 
hope. 


BAYLESS SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PASSES TWO TAX RATE RISES 


Two proposals to increase the 
tax rate in the Bayless School 
District by a total of 30 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation were 
passed yesterday in a special elec- 
tion. They had been defeated in 
an election last April 1. 


One of the propositions was to 
increase the teachers’ fund by 15 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
and the other, to increase the in- 
cidental fund by a similar amount. 
The former was passed, 287 to 106, 
and the latter, 282 to 109: Each 
required a two-thirds majority. 
The increases, effective for three 
years starting last April 1, will 
give the district a school tax rate 
of $1.75 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion. Bayless is in the southern 
part of St. Louis county. 

Of a total of 12 school districts 
in which proposals to increase tax 
rates to pay increased salaries and 


operating expenses were defeated 
at the April-1 election, all put 
Maryland Heights have now 
passed the propositions in special 
elections.

TOLEDO, O., May J— Members 
of the Toledo Labor-Management- 
Citizens Committee today cited the 
group’s 10-month record as their 
answer to a recent report by the 
Executive's Labor ce of New 
York City ‘minimizing the com- 
mittee’s value in promoting indus- 
trial peace on a community level. 

The report, compiled by a single 
investigator after a two-day visit 
to Toledo, declared the L.M.C. had 
not worked miracleg in the labor- 
management field. The six labor, 
six management and six public 
committee members don’t claim 
any miracles, but they believe the 
L.M.C.’s record is one many an- 
other city could envy. Here it is: 

Since last June, when the L.M.C. 
opened a full-time office, 60 labor 
disputes of a purely local nature 
were referred to it, Of these, only 
two resulted in strikes after the 
|} committee had attempted settle- 

ment by mediation. The 12 other 

strikes in Toledo dufing the 10- 
month period were already in 
progress when committee aid was 
requested. 

On the other hand, 27 of the 60 
disputes, which had reached the 
strike stage, were resolved by the 
committee before a work toppage 
occurred, and, 14 other disputes 
were settled before strikes threat- 
ened, Four minor mediation cases 
and one involving arbitration are 
pending. 

The 14 locally initiated strikes 
resulted in a total man-day loss 
of 50,475, of which only 540 were 
recorded in the first four months 
of 1947. Toledo was strike-free 
(local and national) between Oct. 
17, 1946, and March 10, almost five 
months.

One Strike in April. 

In April Toledo had one locally- 
initiated strike. In a wage dispute, 
45 CIO tailors employed by five 
Toledo men’s clothing stores quit 
work April 1. The strike ended 
April 14 after L. M. C. mediation 
had brought the employers and 
employes together on a wage in- 
crease of 15 cents an hour. The 
workers had asked for 20 cents. 
This strike was in progress before 
the L.M.C. knew a dispute existed. 

While Toledo’s man-day loss 
from locally-initiated work stop- 
pages totaled only 540 in the first 
four months of 1947, three com- 
pany-wide or industry-wide strikes 
will swell the total considerably. 

Nine Toledo agents of the Monu- 
mental Life Insurance Co. left 
their jobs March 17 with other 
Ohio agents and those in Michi- 
gan and Missouri in a dispute over 
wages. They returned to work 
April 14, chalking up a man-day 
loss of 180 for Toledo. 

In the Pure Oil Co. dispute over 
wages and company-wide contract, 
470 Toledo employes left their jobs 
March 28. The strike continues in 
Toledo, as well as in West Vir- 
ginia and Texas. Up to May 1. 
the Toledo man-day loss in this 
dispute was approximately 12,220.

Conscience is not innate! It develops, like piano playing, | 


\after a long practice period of right habits. And it depends in 
part on intelligence. If we deaden our intelligence temporar- 
ily via alcohal or if we are congenitally feebleminded, we are 
more likely to act according to instinct. This means we may 
rape or kill or steal, for it requires intelligence, trained in 
moral habits, to curb primitive passion and desire. 

Criminality is often habitual, representing a lifetime of 
anti-social and immoral attitudes, Such an offender, once 
caught, should rarely be let out on parole. For a chronic or 
habitual criminal rarely turns over a new leaf. It is usually 
dangerous to parole a repeater or recidivist. \

Cleaning Out the Furnace. 


Y, we hate to even sug- 

F this job. If you don't do 
it we can’t blame you, but the 
fact remains that before many 


more weeks have passed that fur- 


nace should be cleaned up and 
made ready for the summer. 


Cleaning a furnace consists of 
removing all soot from the fur- 
nace and the furnace pipes. Start 
at the top of the furnace and work 
down through the interior, remov- 
ing all the soot and scale. The 
furnace people provide handy little 
clean-out doors so you can get at 
the soot. Check and make sure 
the fire grates are still there and 
if they need replacing now is the 
time to do it—not next fall. Check 
over the flue pipes and other parts 
part of the heating system for 
worn or badly rusted parts. 

‘ If you leave the door of the fur- 
nace open during the summer it 
will prevent the interior from rust- 


ing too much, If you have a steam 
or hot water boiler leave the water 
in it. This will to some extent 
prevent rust from accumulating. 
Protect the outside of the furnace 
with a coat of heavy oil. 
Your best bet for oil burners is 
to have an expert drop around and 
give it a thorough going over. 
Don't let this go too long because 
by the end of September those oil 
burner people are as busy as ——;

Weekly Review of the New Records 


By Thomas B. Sherman 
Concert, Operatic 


N bringing the Delius Violin Concerto to the public, Columbia 
| Records is undertaking a service that the symphony orchestras 
have consistently avoided. Not that many would blame them. Like 
all of the Delius instrumental music the concerto eschews all for- 
malized construction and fol- 
lows, in such anatomy as it 
has, a free line. It is much 
freer in fact than most fantasias 
and since Delius, at best, is 
rather a watery, impressionistic 
composer the composition has 
an almost invertebrate char- 
acter. In spite of this it is in- 
teresting. Much of the material 
is finely conceived and beauti- 
texture shows a natural refine- 
sion interest- 
ing. 

The recorded performance 
is by Albert Sammons, the Eng- 
lish violinist who first intro- 
duced the work to the public 
accompanied by the Liverpool 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Malcom Sargent. Acoustically 
the recording is very good. (Co- 
lumbia three records.)

SUSAN REED, the young folk song specialist, has recorded a 
second yolume of folksongs and ballads for Victor (Three 10-inch 
records). I must say that she improves on acquaintance and that I 
liked the second volume better than the first, which was released a 
month or two ago. She would be much better if she had a little more 
facility with her accompanying instruments, the harp and the zither 
and if her rhythm were a little more clearly marked and more pro- 
pulsive. Among the songs in this album are “I Know My Lord,” “The 


Seagulls,” Lord Randall,” “Danny Boy,” “I’m Sad and I'm Lonely” and 
the “Widow Malone.” 


_DECCA’S RECORDING of Beethoven's Eroica Symphony with 
Victor de Sabata as the directing artist and the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra as the performing organization has its interesting points. 
One of them is the extremely slow tempo of the first movement. How 
does Mr. De Sabata, who proves himself a perceptive and incisive 
conductor in other phases of the work, justify it? For me it changes 
the whole character of the movement. The scherzo is also a little 
on the slow side though well modeled; the fourth movement is bril- 
liantly handled. Acoustically I find the reverberations very distract- 
ing. Either the recording was made in an empty hall or the echo 
effect was faked. It was a bad idea in either case. (Decca seven 
records.)

RING form can be used in a 
A number of ways in food prep- 

aration. It makes a beautiful 
mold for gelatin salads and des- 
serts, for rice and spinach, for 
baking noodle and spaghetti rings, 
and fer baking sponge, butter and 
fruit cakes. A good heavy eight- 
inch ring form costs around $1.00 
these days. Some women feel this 
is a luxury item while others with 
no more money to spend will not 
think so. All of us are influ- 
enced by our judgment of what 
constitutes essentials and non 
essentials. Too many of us spend 
much more money for things that 
afford temporary enjoyment than 
we do for those that will provide 
pleasure down through the years. 
When one is buying just one mold, 
it should be plain because food 
unmolds from it more easily than 
from a form that has a deep cut 
design. Also, food molded within 
gelatin always shows up to better 
advantage when the surface of the 
mold is smooth. If you can’t get 
a ring form, then go ahead and 
make up your salads and mold in 
eustard cups, then unmold them 
and arrange molds in a ring form 
on your. prettiest salad plate. Gar- 
nish and you'll have a lovely ring 
salad anyway. 


Crabmeat Salad Ring. 


One package lemon-flavored gel- 
atin, one cup boiling water, one- 
fourth cup cold water, one-half 
cup strained lemon juice (two and 
one-half lemons), six and one-half 
ounce can crabmeat, mayonnaise 
or avocado dressing. 


Turn gelatin into mixing bowl, 
add boiling water and stir until 
gelatin dissolves. Add cold water 
and lemon jvice. Pour enough 
of the gelatin into ring or other 
molds to a depth of one-half inch. 
Place carefully in refrigerator and 
let remain until congealed, Re- 
move cartilage from crabmeat as 
carefully as possible so as not 
to break it up in fine flakes. 
Arrange crabmeat in six loose 
heaps equal distances apart over 
congealed gelatin. Now add a few 
spoonfuls of gelatin, drizzling it 
over the crabmeat and return to 
the refrigerator to chill just long 
enough to anchor the crabmeat in 
place. Now pour the rest of the 
gelatin over the top and return 
to refrigerator, Unmold shortly 
before serving and fill center with 
either mayonnaise or avocado 
dressing. 


Avocado Dressing. 


One cup mayonnaise, one-half 
cup chili sauce, one medium avo- 
cado mashed, three-fourths tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, three 
tablespoons lemon juice (one 
lemon), dash salt. 


Have mayonnaise and chill 
sauce chilled. Mash well ripened 
avocado fine and fold into may- 
onnaise and chill sauce. Add rest

Your Baby's Good Health 


By William Brady, M.D. 


ET a baby or a young child 
L get coryza and react as a baby 
or child should react to the 
irritation of the excessive mucus 
or watery secretion from the in- 
flamed lining of nasal passages 
trickling back to the throat—by 
coughing—and some ignoramus or 
well-meaning busybody is likely 
to infer that the poor kid is 
threatened with pneumonia or the 
“cold is settling on his lungs“ 
and heaven help the poor kid 
then, if no doctor is at. hand to 
protect the little one from mal- 
treatment. 


The maltreatment to which un- 
fortunate infants and tots with 
coryza are subjected includes (1) 
excessive clothing excessive bed 
covers—which the ignorant and 
superstitious imagine will keep 
cold from penetrating the victim's 
chest—at any rate that is the 
nearest I can come to understand- 
ing why the morons do such 
things to ailing children; (2) over- 
heating the house or the bedroom 
and excluding fresh air, strictly 
according to the advice of the old 
fogy practitioners; (3) applying 
all sorts of nasty and uncomfort- 
able things to the unhappy young- 
ster’s chest; (4) doping the child 
with various narcotics disguised 
as “cough medicine.” 

We ae 

THF COUGH of coryza (acute 
inflammation of lining of nose, 
acute “catarrh” or running nose) 
—‘“cold in the head” to you,—oc- 
curs especiaily when the child lies 
on the back, and so it often wor- 
ries the over-anxious parent in 


the hour or two after the child 
goes to bed. But such cough is 
a common symptom of simple 
coryza when the patient is up 
and about, especially if the indi- 
vidual has a poor posture, that 
is, carries his head with chin out, 
instead of keeping chin always 
tucked inside of an imaginary 
high collar. 

The safe and sane treatment of 
acute coryza in infant or child is, 
in my opinion, as follows: 

1. Isolation until the nature of 
the illness becomes manifest. This 
means keeping the child away 
from others or others away from 
the child, and mother or nurse 
wearing a gauze mask or the 
more comfortable Silvers mask as 
described in booklet Call it 
Cri” (for copy send 25 cents and 
stamped envelope bearing your 
address). 

2. Put infant or child in bed, 
lying prone (belly down) rather 
than supine (on back) or lying in 
the Sims position (on one side 
and without a pillow), or lying in 
any such position the child pre- 
fers, so that flow in nasal pas- 
sages will be toward nostrils ra- 
ther than toward throat, 

3. See that the infant’s or child’s 
feet feel warm to your touch and 
use the lightest clothing or bed 
covers that will keep the baby 
comfortable—and if the feet fee) 
warm, you know the baby is warm 
enough. 

4. No artificial heat in sleeping 
room or only enough to prevent 
freezing.

IFE in the family summer cot- 
tage is fun, of course. But it 
can be a lot of work for moth- 
er. One way to simplify the food 
problem is to supplement your 
cooking equipment with some of 
the real labor savers among the 
electrical appliances. For 
example: 
Miniature electric stoves—Two- 
burner affairs now can give you 
remarkably flexible cooking serv- 
ice in small space. One of these 
combinations can be set on a ta- 
ble top, and presto you have not 
only top-of-stove facilities, but a 
tiny oven underneath one of the 
electric elements, plus a detach- 
able grill to set over it. Each elec- 
tric burner has a heat range of 
275, 500, and 1,000 watts. A small 
portable oven can be used with 
this combination. . 


Quick breakfast getter — Even 
smaller is the type of electrical 
combination that permit: you to 
make the coffee, toast the bread 
to the golden shade you like, and 
grill bacon. This compact little 
gadget can serve two persons. 


Improved hot plates are avail- 
able in many, many types now, 
from very inexpensive single hot 
plates with one heat to the por- 
celain enameled, enclosed single 
and two-burner table stoves. You 
will find that in the long run it 
pays off to buy an electric table 
stove with at least one three- 


heat burner. The low and medium 


ts give you much more flexi- 
bility in cooking, and they are 


especially needed for soups, stews,

IKE milliong of others who 
sBend a lot of their time in 
New York I have been vac- 
cinated ‘against smallpox.

THEN it goes on: 

In the immune reaction a small 
papule appears, usually within 36 
hours, and disappears in three or 
four days. In the two other types, 
the papule develops into a vesicle, 
then to a pustule, which becomes 
covered with a scab. It ig possible 
in the immune reaction not to 
notice the small papule.” 

I didn’t know What papule, ves- 
icle and pustule meant. 

So I looked them up in the dic- 
tionary. 

A papule is a pimple. 

A vesicle is “a small circular 
elevation of the cuticle, contain- 
ing a watery fluid; a blister.” 

A pustule is “any small pimple- 
like or blister-like elevation.”
